Though Paul tells us, that wot many wiſe, nat Nami ig , mt 
many rith, net many Noble are choſen and called, yet one ſuch at 
leaft was in this little Pariſh, whiles ſhe continued among us, who 
gloried more in the Lord, ihan in riches, or honour}, or all worldly 
enjoyments : and I hope, ſonie yet remain among us, looking to- 
wards Chrift and heaven, much provoked thereunto,. and beitered 
by her example.

Heb. 6. 18, 19. that we might bave ſtrong conſolation who 
have fled for Refuge , to lay hold on the hope fet before us, which 
Hope we have, as an Anchor of the ſoule , ſure and ſtedfaſt, and 
which entreth into that within the vaile. [ Hath Hope] T reme- 
lius renders it thus, Recipit ſe etiam in morte ſua juſtus with this 
annotation upon it. Recipit ſe d malo, adeo vt ne mors quidem ipſa 
ſit ipſi mala : (i. e.] He recovers and delivers himſelf from evil; ſo 
that Death it ſelf cannot be evil or hurtfull to him; ſo Ar. Cleaver 
explains it: Ihe righteous hath not only confidence and good ex- 
peRation , bus retuge and deliverance in greateſt extremities, 
yea, in the very danger and torment of death it ſelf, yea , then 
eſpecially, and more than ever at any time before. 

The Object of the Righteous perſons Hope is, God himſelf, 
P/. 39. 7. And now Lord, what wait I for, my hope is in thee. 1. 
Tim.1.1, And Lord Jeſus Chriſt which is our hope. Jer. 14.8. Jer. 
17. 18. And all thoſe future good things which God hath graciouſly 
promiſed in his word both for ſoul and body. Col. 1. 5. for the hope 
which is laid up for you in heaven, verſ. 27. Chriſt in you the hope 
of Glory, Tiras 1 2. In hope oſ eternall life, which God that can- 
not lie promiſed before the world began, Tit. 3.7. that being juſti- 
ficd by his grace, we ſhould be made heirs according to the hope 
of eternall life, The Hope of a Chriſtian is io another world ; no 
man bath better, ſurer , greater hop than a Chriſtian : a World 
lings Motto is a Bird in the hand, but a Chriſtians, is ſpero meliora, 
I hope for better things. Ibe Philoſopher could ſay , Tolle cœlum 
& nullus ers. Much better and. ſurer ground bath a true Chriſtian 
to reioice.in hope of the glory of God, and to glory in tribulation 
for the hope that is laid up in heaven for him; which hope wa- 
keth not aſhamed, Rom. 5. 2, 3,5. Pro. 10.28. The hope of the righ- 
teous ſhall be gladnes , but the expeRation of the wicked ſhall 
periſh, yea, when the hope of the wicked ſhall be cut off, then ſhall 
the rigtikeous have a. vigorous, lively, or a living hope, an hope that

diſpoſition and —_— ,is partly in the end of the former 
chapter, eagerly and inordinately purſuing wor ofits and 
ſenſuall pleaſures, preſuming upon long lifeand — * $6.11, 
12. and in the firſt verſe of this chapter, they are ſaid to be in- 
conſiderat , ſenſeleſſe, ſtupid , dead-bearted , not laying things to 
heart, not regarding to heare the rod, and who hath appointed 
it, nor to b-hotd the Majeſty of the Lord, when his hand is lifred 
up. Their Dangerous ſtate and condition, when Gods ſervants 
are taken away from among them, is there alſo hinted at, its a ſad 
— — Oy of evil coming _ them. That which [ 
pecially quoted this foregoing ſcrjprure for , was to prove, that 
the Righteous have hope in their death, and here it is cleerely and 
fully affirmed , that by death they are taken from the evil to come, 
and enter into a ſtate of bleſſed peace and ſweet ſecurity. Another 
proofe hereof is Revelacion 14. 13. And I heard a voice from 
heaven, ſaying unto mee, write, Bleſſed are the dead which die in 
the Lord, from henceforth, yea, ſaith the ſpirit, that they may reſt 
from their labours , and their works doe them, This teſti- 
moeny John received by a voice from heaven, and therefore its of 
nndoubted truth, and aſſerted by the ſpirit of Truth, that Gods 
people are in a bleſſed condition after death. Not on y ſuch as die 
forthe Lord, who were put to cruef{ torments, and to ſuffer death 
by Antichriſtian Perſecutors for not complying with them in their 
' ons worſhip , but ſuch as dic in the Lord are bleſſed, (ie.) 
ſuch a8 were effe called unto fellowſhip with Jefus Chriſt, 
and united to him by faith as members of his myfticall body, are 


happy in their death. Dearth puts a period to all their troubles and 


labours, and brings them to the enjoyment of reſt and peace, and 
to receive the reward of their works. Here are no purgatory-tor- 
ments mentioned to be endured by them after death, bur a perfect 
ceſſation from all labour, and a fulfenioyment of reſt and bliſſe 
To give inſtance in ſome examples of Gods people, who have 
had hope in their death; we finde that Jaceb,when he lay on his 
Death: bed, profeſſed his hope of ſal vation and enioying a better 
life , Cen 49.18. J have waited for thy ſalvatton, O Lord, ſo Abel, 
Emock_, Noah , Abraham , Sarah, Heb. 11. 13. Theſe all died in 
faith , not having received the promiſes , but having feen them 


aferre off, and were perſwaded of them, and embraced them , and 
confeſſed

confeſſed that they were ſtrangers on earth , declaring plainly 
that they expected a better Countrey , that is an heavenly, Thus 
Moſes choſe rather to ſuffer affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleaſure of fin for a ſeafon ; Eſteeming the re. 
ch of Chriſt greater riches than the treaſures of Egypt, for he 
reſpect unto the recompence of the reward. and endured, 
as ſecing him, who is inviſible, ver. 25,26, 27. 
ob's ſpirit was upheld from ſinking into deſpair under all his 
es, loſſes, and afflictions, and he profeſſeth his hope even in 
death; Though he ſlay me, yet will I cruſt in him, Job 13.15. as if 
he had faid, if God ſhoald tate away my life , yet would I in the 
midſt of death expect a better life from bim: So David, Pſal. 23.4. 
Though I walk through the Valley of the ſhadow of death , I will 
fear no evil. And Fſal. 73. 26. my fleſh and my heart faileth , but 
God s the ſtrength of my heart, and my portion for ever;his hope 
of being received into glory after death, cncouraged him to go on 
in rhe wayes of righteouſneſſe, whatever afflictions he underwent 
in his life time. Paul in time of his impriſonment at Rome, leſt the 
Philippians ſhould be diſcouraged at his ſufferings , profeſſeth his 
earneſt expectation and hope of falvarion, and that he was not any 
way afra d of death, but rather deſirous of it, in regard of the gain 
and benefit he ſhould reap by it, Phil. 1. 21. for to me to live is 
Chriſt, and to die is gain; that is, Chriſt is my life here by grace, 
and bereafter by glory; he is both che Authour and end of my 
life, and if I be put to death, that ſhall no way endamage me, but 
rather bring me great advantage, in regard that chereby I ſhall ex- 
change, and pain Heaven for Earth, and an happy eternal life, for 
this miſerable and mortal life, and vey/.23, I am in a ſtrait betwixt 
two, having a defire ro depart, and to be with Chriſt , which is far 
better. And again, 2 Tim.4.6,7,8. giving notice of his approach- 
ing death, and that the time of his Marcyrdom was now at hand, 
he profeſſeth his hope in his death. —- I am now ready to be of. 
fered, and the time of my departure is at hand, I have fonght a 
good fight, ] have finiſhed my courſe, I have kept the faith: Hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a Crown of righteouſneſſe, which the 
Lord the righteous Judge ſhall give me at that day; and Hot to me 
onely , but unto them alſo that love his appearing ; and again, 
1 Cor.15.19. If we have hope in Chriſt in this life onely , we are 
of all men moſt miſerable. - 
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Cyprian ſpeaking of the nature of death to believers, faich : It is 
7 anna vite, victoria belli, porta mars. I he gate of life, the vi- 
Rory of war, the haven ofthe Sea death to Gods people is as the 
Angel was to Peter, to fetch him out of priſon , and ſer him at li- 
berty ; Act. 12.7. &c. and as Pharaohs Meſſenger was to foſeph to 
remove him out of the Dungeon into Pharaohs Court, Gen. 41. 14. 
where he was highly advanced to Honour and Dignity. 

The benefits which believers hope to be made partakers of 
by death, are either ſuch as concern their Souls, or their bodies. 
The Souls of believers are at their death made perſect in holineſle, 
Heb.12.23. and brought to the ſpirits of juſt men made perfect. 
Death aboliſheth ſin and corruption in believers,and brings finalem 
gratiam, the perfection of grace that may make them capable of 
glorie : as ſin brought death into the World, ſo death drives lin out 
of Gods peoples natures, Rom. 6. 7 he that is dead is freed from ſin, 
there is not ſo much as any remnant of ſin that cleaves to a belie- 
ving Soul after death, but it is preſented unto Chriſt without ſpot, 
or wrinkle, void of all ſinfull infirmities, Here the beſt of Gods 
Saints grone under the burden of their corruptions , 2 Cor. 5. 4. 
and cry out with Pau, Rom. 7. 24. O wretched man that I am, 
who ſhall deliver me from the body ofthis death ! before death the 
beſt Chriſtians complain, the good that I would, I do not, but the 
evil that I would not, that I do, Rem. 7. 19.but now after death. the 
leaſt in the Kingdom of Heaven ſaich, the evil that I would not. I do 
not, and the good that I; would I do: 1. By death they have 
full diſcharge from all poſſibility of offending God. is & 
looſening to the Children of God; here they are, as it were, tyed 
to a ſtake, to be baited by Sathan and his inſtruments, death is 
the breaking of the Chain, and the Soul eſcapeth as a Bird out of 
the ſnare of the Fowler, as the fire burnt the bonds of the three 
Children, and ſo procured their liberty, ſo death is a Goal · delivery 
to the Children of God. That one happy pang which pulls away 
the Soul from the body, doth alſo pull away ſin, both from the 
Soul and body : to this purpoſe many of our Eg; Divines have 
written excellently to comfort the ſurviving frieads of deceaſed 
Saints, & to cure them of the fear of death. So Polar. Syntagm 342. 
Mors eleftis & credentibus non eſt pro peccatis ſatisfattio, ſed peccati 


ſam,&c- abolitio, & tranſitus in vitam æternam. By death believers are freed 
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ſrom all occaſions of ſin. Temptations to fin. Power and 

dominion of it; yea, from all dregs and remainders of fin. This 
made the Martyrs ſo willing to endure any kinde of death that 
Tyranny could deviſe, that they might be rid of their ſinfull 
bands, and this corruptible burden which preſſeth down the Soul 
that looks after Chriſt. It was an expreſſion of that excellent 


Preacher & holy mann, ow with God, Mr. Marſpal. The weakeſt 3 Mr. 


Saint in articulo mortis bath more grace than Paul bad in his lite for 
time, 1 Cor. 13. 10. And this conſideration ſhould make Chriſtians 
willing to die, that they may be rid of ſin» and be made perſectly 
holy. Mr. Hilderſam in the cloſe of his 65 Lecture, on P/al. 5 l. 
hath a ſolemne Speech worth our ſer ious conſideration ; which is 
this: Certainly, he that deſireth not, that ſtriveth not to be willing 
to die, even upon this ground, becauſe death (and nothing but 
death,) will perſect the work of mortification in him, hath juſt 
cauſe to ſuſpect, that there is no truth of ſaving grace in him, no 
ſenſe of the vile corruption of his nature, it is no bondage to him. 
Another benefit which the Souls of believers partake of by 
death, is this: They do immediately paſſe into glory, Phil. 1. 22. 
For I am in a ſtrait between two, having a deſire to depart and to 
be with Chriſt, which is far better. In which words we have Pauli 
ſtrait, and his own inclination expreſſed rather to die than to live 
here ; and the ground of this his defire; becauſe its far betrer for 
the Soul to be with Chriſt, than to abide in the body, where atſo 
he implies two things in the death of the Saints, 1. There is a diſ- 
ſolution of the Soul from the body. 2. That there is a conjunction 
of the Soul with Chriſt. He expected not by death to be ntrerly 
extinguiſhed, but tranſlated hence ſome other where; not an an- 
nihilation, but a diſſolution, and he makes no intermiſſion of time, 
or interpoſition of place, between his diſſolution, and his being 
with his Saviour he ſpeaks of his being with Chriſt, as the imme- 
diater,& certain conſequent of his diſſolution, Death ſhould be ro 
him but as a Portal opening to give him ſpeedy admittance into 
the preſence of the Lord; in whole preſence is fulneſſe of joy, and 
at whoſe right hand there are pleaſures for evermore. And this 
Ke ſpeaks of as a Priviledge, not onely peculiar to kimfelf as an 
Apoſtle, or a Martyr, but common to all true believers, 2 Cr 5 rl, 
4,6 8. Heb 12 23. Luke 23.43. At.7.59 Lnke 16.22. 23,25. —=_ 
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on between Chriſt and every believer, and that not onely in regard of 
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Angels are miniſtring Spirits attedding on them that are Heirs of 
ſalvation to receive their Souls at deach , and to carry them into 
Abrahams boſom, (ie.) a ſtate of reft and happineſſe, where they 
are comforted, where they behold the face of God, and fee him as 
he is, and know him as they are known of him, 1 Cor. 13. 12. and 
where they behold Chriſts glory, fob.17-24 ſo that you ſee that 
death is exceeding — to believers, and that the tighteous 
have hope in their death, that their Souls being made perſect in 
holineſſe ſhall unmediately paſſe into glory, and enjoy reſt, and 
bliſſe in Communion with Chriſt. 

Further, the righteous hath hope in his death, in the behalf of 
bis body, P/al. 16. 9. my fleth allo ſhall reſt ia hope that is, as 
Ayjnſworth renders, and explains it, ſhall dwell in confidence, or 
abide with hope, (ie.) boldly , ſafely,and ſecurely , meaning that 
his body ſhould abide, or reſt in the grave, with ſure hope of ri- 
fing again from the dead. The bodies of believers, being (till united 
to Chriſt, do reſt in their graves untill the Reſurrection, 1 TA. 
14, — them alſo, which ſleepin Jeſus, will God bring with 
him, tanquam membra cum capite. The grave is but a withdraw- 
ing room for the bodies of the Saints, a ſleeping room where they 
reſt as in their beds, //a.57.2. Ad. 7. 60. Joh, 1 1. 11, 13, 1. The 
bodies of believers aſter death remain ſtill united to Chriſt, though 
death cauſe a ſeparation betwixt their Souls and bodies, yet not 
berwixt Chriſt and their dead bodies. The union wrought in eſ- 
fectual calling is betwixt Chriſt and the believers whole man, and 
it is an inſeparable, indiſſoluble and eternal union; they are joyned 
to Chriſt as their husband, 1 Cor. 6. 13. the body is not for for- 
nication, but ſor the Lord, & the Lord ſor the body, verſ. 15. know 
ye not that your bodies are Members of Chriſt, Oc. Vea, temples of 
the holy Ghoſt,which is in you, vey/. 19.20. Vea, the ſpirit of Chriſt 
dwells in believers, Nom. G. 9, 10, 1 1. Ieh. 6.37, 39,40. The Union be- 
twixt Chriſt & believers holds firm in and after death, ſo that their 
dead aſhes are part of the Members of Chriſt in the grave; & Gods 
Covenant is ſtill of force with them in the duſt, Mat. 22.3 1,3 2, &c. 

Mr. Perkins in his Caſes of Conſcience, 1. Book, 9 Chap. 3. Sect. 
expreſſeth himſelf thus: There is a myſtical union and conjuniti- 


Soul, but of body alſo ; which being once kxit, ſhall never be diſſolved, 


bat 
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but is eternall ; whereupon the dying, dead, rotten and conſumed body 
remaineth ſtill a member of Chriſt, abideth within the Covenant, aud 
is and ſhall be ever a Temple of the holy Ghoſt : and by vertue of their 
Conj untlion with Chriſt ſhall be raiſed to glory at the laſt day. 

2. As the Bodies of Beleivers after death remain (till united to 
Chriſt , ſo they reſt in their Graves as in their Beds, they reſt from 
all labour and toyl, from all trouble and paine , yea, from all che 
motions of fin , and drudgery of Sathan: Muſculus in Pſal 16.9, 
Obſervandam eſt , mortem carnis interpretatur eſſe quietem , non 
interitum; ergo carni piorum ſepulchrum non eſt fovea , ſed lectulus 
quieti deſtinat uus. The Bodies of the Saints at Death are only fallen 
aſleep, A#.7.60, We know, that naturall ſleep is not perpetuall, 
we ſleep and awake again in the morning ; ſo its but a certain 
time that their bodyes ſhall lie at reſt in the Gave , they ſhall be 
awakened and raiſed again in the morning of the Reſurrection; 


of their Graves, as from their Beds, they ſhall be more active and 
nimble for God than ever they were before, 1. Cor. 15.42,43. it is 
ſowa in corruption, it is raiſed in incorruption, it is ſown in diſho- 
nour, it is raiſed in glory, it is ſown in weaknes, it is raiſed in 
power. So that the bodies of beleivers after death doe not only 
reſt in their graves, but they reſt in Hope, even in hope of a glo- 
rious reſurrection, which is a 3. priviledge of the righteous in their 
death in regard of their bodies. The Righteous bath hope in bis 
death, that his dead body ſhall be again united to his Soul, and 
3. raiſed up in glory, 1. Cor. 15. 43. Ven, our vile bodies ſhall then be 
changed, and faſhioned like unto the glorious body of Chriſt, 
Phil. 3. 21. Col. 3. 4. 

The Glory of beleivers bodies at the Reſurrection will appear 

in theſe 5. particulars. 
I. They will be perfect and entire in regard of Parts, limbs or 
ſenſes , however they might be maimed or defeRive before. , 
C 2. They 
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2. They will be faire, beautifull and illuſtrious, fulf 6f ſplendour 
and brightnes , what ever blemiſhes or deformityes they were 
disfigured withall before, Mauth. 1 3.43: then ſhall the Ri 
thine forth as the ſunne in the Kingdom of their Father. The moſt 
beautifull body on earth is but like Carrion ſullyed with ſmoke and 
ſoot in reſpect of the glorified body of poor Lazarms at that day. 

3. They ſhall be immortall ſ i.e. ] in ſuch a condition, that they 
can never die again. This mortall ſhall put on immortallity, and 
ſo Death ſhall be ſwallowed up in victory, 1. Cor. 1 5. 53,4. 

4. Incorruptible (i. e.) not only free from putrefaction, but alſo 
from all weaknes both of infirmity and deformity, ſuch as cannot 
again be corrupted with ſinne. Now our bodies are corruptible, and 
ſo mutable, ſubjeR to manifold infirmityes , but then they ſhall be 
ſtrong and powerfull, 1. Cor.15.42,43. It is ſown in corruption, 
it is raiſed in incorruption, it is ſown in weakneſſe, it is raiſed in 

wer, 
= Spirituall Bodies , not that our bodies ſhall vaniſh into 
Ghoſts or ſpirits , but they ſhall be ſo admirably glorifyed and 
perfected, that they ſhall be able to ſubſiſt without meat, drinke, 
phyſike, ſleepe, cc. wherewith naturall bod ies are ſuſtained, Rev. 
7.16.they ſhall hunger no more, nor thirſt any more, Auth. 2 2. 30. 

This hope of a glorious Reſurrection of his Body at the latter 
day comforted and refreſhed 7obs ſpirit in the depth of his miſery 
under Bodily boiles and diſtempers., and all his other preſſures : 
This was an Article of that Chriſtian faith which be made Con- 
ſeſſion of Fob 19.25,26,27. 

Thus have I proved and cleared the truth of this Doctrinall 
Propoſition , viz : The Righ bath hope in his Death. I ſhall 
proceed now to lay down ſom#Reaſons and Grounds hereof. 

1. Reaſon. Becauſe the Lord hath made many rich and pre. 
cious Promiſes to the Righteous concerning the liſe to come, as 
well as for this liſe, 1. Tim. 4. 8. Godlincs is profitable unto all 
things, having promiſe of the life that now is, and of that which 
is to come. Beleivers have heard of future good things promiſed 
in the Goſpell to be beſtowed upon them after this life, and this 
is a ground of their hope in death, P/a/.130.5, I wait for the 
Lord, my Soul doth wait, and in his Word doe I hope: Paul ſpeak- 
ing of the fruits of faith and love, which abounded among the 

Coloſſians, 
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Coloſſians, mentions a motive whereby they were incited and pro- 
voked thereunto , Cel. 1. 5. for the which is laid up for you 
in heaven ie.) for thoſe glorious things, which your hope aſſu- 
reth you, are laid up for you in heaven; Hope being there taben 
by a Metonymy for the thing hoped for, But bow came they to 
hope, that there were good things laid up for them in heaven ? He 
ſhews the ground of their hope in the next words to be the Word 
of God, whereof ye heard before in the word of the truth of the 
Goſpell , fo Tirum x. 2, In hope ofeternall life , which God, that 
cannot lye, promifed before the warld began, but hath in due 
time manifeſted his word through preaching. Beleivers are heirs 
of promiſe , unco whom God being abundantly willing to ſhew 
the immutability of his Counſel! , confirmed it by an oath, that by 
two immutable things, in which it was icapoſſible for God to dye, 
we might hive ſtrong conſolation , who: have fled for refuge to 
lay hold upon the hope ſet before us. 

2. Reaſ. Becauſe of Chriſts Reſurrection ſrom the dead, 1. Cor. 
15.17,18,19,2e. if Chriſt be not raiſed, then they alſo which are 
fallen aſleep in Chriſt are periſhed, if in this lite only we have 
bope in Chriſt, we are of all mea moſt miſerable but now is Chriſt 
riſen from the dead, and become the firſt frujes of them char ſlopt. 
Chriſts Reſurrection is a pledge of outs: hence Peters Jenetdion, 
1. Pet. 1. 3. —— be -= * Father — — 
which according to his abundant mercy us again 
unto a lively hope, by the Reſurrectiou of Jeſus Chrily from the 
dead, (ie.) in us a living hope, or hope of life iv and 
after death, by the Reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt , becauſe God 
raiſed bim up, that we migbt believe and hope in God for our 
Reſurrection unto Glory, Verſ.21. 

3. Reaſ. Becauſe of Chriſts Aſcenſion , Fos. 6. 19,20. which 
bope we have as an Anchor of the Soul both ſure and ſtedfaſt, and 
which entreth into that within the vail , whither the forerunner is 
for us entred , even Jeſus. Hope is as the Anchor caſt out of the 
ſhip on firm ground, when toſſed and driven with winde and 
waves, this anchor of the Soul is caſt within heaven, though a 
believer be yet as a ſhip at ſea , toſſed with troubles and tempations 
in this world, yet all is ſafe , the ſoul is ſure , the anchor of hope 
being caſt within heaven, taking hold on Chriſt the rocke of our

ſalvation , who is entred , and aſcended into heaven as our fore- 
runner, to prepare manſions for us, 70 14-2,3. 

4. Reaſ. Taken from Chriſts Interceſſion, that is another ground 
of a believers hope in death, 70h. 17.24. Father I will that they 
alſo whom thou haſt given me, be with me where I am, that 
they may behold my Glory which thou baſt given me. Chriſt 
having prayed that believers may be with him in eternall Glory 
and happines after death, they have good Aer to hope and ex- 
pect that they ſhall be with him, and bebold his Glory, for the 
Father heareth him al , and never denies him in any ſuit 
that be makes in the behalf of his People, 70h. 1 1. 42. | 

5. Reaſ. Becauſe God bath not only delivered up his Son Chriſt 
to die for them, and to purchaſe life and ſalvation for them, but 
hath alſo given Chriſt unto them , and revealed and framed himin 
them, and given them his ſpirit as an earneſt in their hearts, 2. Cor. 
I. 22. whereby God a ſſures them that he will pay, as it were, the 
whole ſum of bis promiſes; for an earneſt is as a pledge whereby 
we confirm a bargain , or a peice of money whereby we aſſure the 
payment of the whole, the firſt gift therefore of the ſpirit and of 
life is a pledge oftheir whole — ce which they hope to enioy 
after death; ſo Fp . 13, 14. Col. 1. 27. Chriſt in you the ho 
o Glory, and Row. 5' 5. Hope maketh not aſhamed , becauſe the 
love of God is ſhed abroad in our hearts by the holy Ghoſt which 
is given unto us; yen, the experience of Gods goodnes and ſaith- 
fullnes towards , which they have had in time of their liſe, 
confirmes their hope of obtaining what good things he hath pro- 
miſed them after death, Verſ.4: Experience worketh Hope. So that 
believers in greateſt ſtraits may argue, as David againſt Goliah 
1. Sam. 17.37. The Lord that delivered me out of the Paw ofthe 
Lion ,and out of the Paw of the Bear, he will deliver me out-of 
the band of this PhHuiſtine, and as Pay! 2; Cor.1,9,10. We had the 
ſentence. of death in our ſelves, that we ſhould not truſt in our 
ſelves , but in God which raiſeth the dead, who delivered us from 
ſo great a death, and doth deliver, in whom we truſt that be will 
yet deliver us. | 
6. Laſtly , Becauſe of Gods bounty towards others in this life. 
The Lord beſtows liberal portions of outward, bieſlings upon ma- 
ny that regard not to ſerve and honour him, but go on in wayes 


of 
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of Rebellion: wicked men proſper and abound in worldly comforts 
ſometimes , when good men want them : ſurely then this argueth 
that he bath reſerved better things in ſtore for his own Children 
after death, Pſalm 31. 19. O how great is thy goodneſſe which 
thou baſt laid up for them that fear thee ! This conſideration Da. 
vid made uſe of as a ground to confirm his hope in death of en- 
joying bappineſſe after this life, Pſal. x7. 14, 15. the men of the 
World have their portion in this life, whoſe belly thou filleſt with 
thy hid treaſure ; As for me, I will behold thy face in righteouſ- 
neſſe, I ſhall be ſatisfied, when I awake, with thy likeneſſe: be pro- 
ſeſſeth his reſolution to go on in the wayes of God, expecting a 
gracious, yea, a glorious iſſue out of all his dangers and perſecu- 
tions. . d. I will not live wickedly, as they do, but righteouſly,and 
then I ſhall enjoy thy favour here, and Heaven hereaſter; I ſhall 
view thy face, and ſee thee plainly and perfectly, and ſtand in thy 
preſence , where is fulneſſe of joy: when I awake (ie.) from the 
ſleep of death, when Tam raiſcd out of the duſt, I ſhall be ſatiſ- 
fied with thy likeneſſe, baviog thine image upon me, and thy glory 
fully manifeſted unto me in Heaven, this beatifical Viſion ſhall ſo 
abundantly ſatiate and ſolace my Soul, that it ſhall ſay, I have 
enough. So P/ 49. when in death worldly men leave their wealth 
to others, and are like the beaſts that periſh (i e.) dying without 
hope of any further happineſſe, yea, in a worſe condition; for 
death ſhall feed on them, verſ. 14. yea, the ſecond death ſhall have 
power over them, and they ſhall lye in Hell-rorments ; then ſaith 
the rigbteom even under the pangs of death, verſ. 15. But God 
will redeem my Soul from the power of the grave, for he ſhall re. 
ceive me, Se/ah. Where Selab is added, not onely as a bare Muſi- 
cal Note for raiſing of the voice, &c. bat it calls for elevation of 
minde, and more chan ordinary attention, pointing at a clear Te- 
ſtimony for the immortality of the Soul, and for a better life after 
this. che bope whereof fills the hearts of the godly w:th comfort, 
and triumphant joy, even under the pangs of death. [For he ſhall 
receive me] whenſoever the fatal hour ſhall come, that body and 
Soul muſt pott, God will receive my ſpirit into Heaven. So again, 
Pſal.73.24 26. againſt all the diſcouragements which he met with 
in the wayes of God, from the preſent proſperity which the wie- 
ked enjoyed, and the manifold afflictions that himſelf — 
C 3 ie 
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«he comforts bimſelf in certain hope of eternal life, and being re- 


ceived up into glory; and hereupon reſolves ſtill to follow the 
conduct and direction of Gods word and ſpirit : Theu ſhalt guide 
me with thy counſel in this life, and after this life ended, wilt re- 
ceive me to that glory, which thou haſt promiſed me. 

Thus have ] made good the truth of the Doctrinal Propoſition. 
T be righteous bath hope in his death , and confirmed it by ſhewing 
you ſeyeral grounds and reaſons, and ſhould now come to make 
application of it 3 but I deſire firſt to remove one objection that 
ſcems tolye in the way. 

neſt. If the righteous have ſuch hope in their death, how 
comes it to paſle , and why is it that ſome good Chriſtians are ſo 
fearfull of death, and ſo unwilling to die > Why are they not ra- 
ther deſirous to die, having ſuch hope of future glory & — — ? 

Anſw. It is true, there may be in the deareſt of Gods Children 
an unwillingneſſe and fear to die, Feremy petitioned King Zede- 
kiah, that he might not be ſent again to the houſe of Fonathenthe 
Scribe , leſt he ſhould die there, Per. 37. 20. if he were ſhut up 
cloſe priſoner in that naſty ſtinking Dungeon: ſo our Saviour fore. 
warning Petey of the manner of his death, tells him , he ſhould 
be carried whither he would not, 14.21.18, and ſome of the Mar» 
tyrs have ſometimes found fear and unwillingneſſe in themſelves 
to die. Latymer in a Letter to B. Ridley writes thus: Pray for me, 
I ſay, pray for me, for I am ſometimes ſo fearſull, that I would 
creep into a Mous. hole, cc. as Lot lingted, when God would take 
him out of Sodom, ſo there is ſome backwardneſſe and unwilling- 
neſſe in the Saints of God to leave this world, and to die. And the 


reaſons of it may be, x. Death cauſeth a parting of two moſt dear, 
inward, ard ancient friends; the diſſolution of Soul and body 


one from the other is unpleaſing to nature, old friends are loath to 
part when David and Ponat han were to depart one from an- 
other; O how grievous was their parting, 1 Sam, 20. 41. But 
the Soul and body have been more inward and ancient friends 
than Ponathan and David were no marvel therefore 
though they part ſo unwillingly. The untying of the Marri- 
age-knot between Soul and body is unwelcome to nature, 
though grace may bid it welcome, which ſuggeſts another reaſon. 
2. The beſt of Gods Children believe but in part, and are * = 
ectiy 
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ſectly rid of fin and corruption till death. They have fleſh remain- 
ing im them as well as ſpirit, Ga/. 5 17. and though the ſpirit be 
willing, yet the fleſh is weak, Marth. 26. 41. The ſpirit ſaith to 
death as to Chriſt, Come but the fleſh ſaith, Go: The fleſh ſairh,its 

being bere; though the ſpirit ſaich , its better being in Hea- 
ven: and it may be,behevers do not ſtir up their , nor read 
over their Evidences , nor conſider ſeriouſly of their Priviledges 
by, and after death. Yet laſtly, | anſwer, Though there be ſome 
unwillingneſſe in the beſt co die, yet they know, it is their fault 
and fin to be unwilling ; and they chide themſelves for it, and 
overcome this unwillingneſſe in the end ; many who in their life. 
time have ſeemed unwilling todie, and afraid of death, yet when 
it hach come to the point, have been ſuddenly ſtrengthened be- 
yond n,willingly and cheerfully co lay down their he?ds 
on the block; yea, to yield up their bodies to the flames, and have 
bid death welcome, though it hath ſeized upon them with inſtru- 
ments of cruelty, and tormenting pains ; as old Hilarion encou- 
raged himſelf to die, Egredere, anima mea, noli timere ; go forth, O 
my Soul, be not afraid to die. However, though ſome let the a9» 
vita Bottle hang by, and uſe it not when a qualm comes, yet ſuch 
as actuste their faith, and renue their repentance dayly , and exer- 
ciſe themſelves in having a good conſcience, may rejoyce in hope of 
the glory of God, and be above diſmaying fears, though they 
wall in the Valley of the ſhadow of death. 

I baſten now to the Application of the Doctrine; ſeting the 
Righteous have _ in their Death. 
The uſes hereof may be of 1. Confutation. 2. Information. 3.Ex- 

amination. 4. E xhortation. 

Uſe 1.Of Confutation, of that groſſe curſed opinion of the Morta- 
ligt, who deny che immortality of the Soul, & hold that mans Soul 
dies with the body, & that whole man is a compound wholly mor- 
tal; and that the preſent going of the Soul to Heaven, or Hell, is a 
meer fiction, with much more ſuch unſavoury ſtuffe, which hath 
been publiſhed of late, better becoming Profeſſours of Epicuriſme, 
than of Chriſtianity: whereas the Scripture teacheth us, that the 
Soul of Man is the ſpirit of life, breathed in by God, and mide im- 
mortal ; that it cannot die at the ſeparation from the body, Gene/. 


2.7. Math.10.28, And that the ſpirits of believers and juſt men 
in 
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Life in Death, or 
in tbeir ſeparation from their bodies paſſe immediately to Heaven, 
to be and live with the Lord, Math.22.32. 2 Cor. 5. 4, 8. Phil.1. 
23. Ia that 22. of Matth. 31, 32. Chriſt proves againſt the Sag- 
duces,the Reſurrection of the body, by an argument drawn from 
the immortality of the Soul, and maintains it, that Abraham, Iſaac, 
and 7acob were then living in regard of their Souls, though their 


' bodies were in the duſt. I hey, whoſe God the Lord is, muſt needs 


be in being and living: But the Lord ſaid long after their death, 
Exod. 3. 6. I am the God of Abraham, the Ged of Iſaac , and the God 
of Jacob: It is well obſcrved in our Exgliſd Annotations, on Math. 
22. 32, Hedoth not ſay, the Lord of Abraham , for he is Lord of 
liveleſſe things alſo, Math.1 1.25. the Lord of Heaven and Earth; 
but the God of Abraham, i e. in Covenant with him. Now ſeeing 
this Covenant of God was with the bodies of theſe three Pa- 
rriarcks, as well as with their Souls , as appears by their Circumci- 
ſion, it follows, that as their Souls were then alive, ſo their bodics 
muſt needs be raiſed from the dead , and be made eternally happy. 
Mr. Burroughs in the beginning ot his Gofþel- Converſation notes, 
that Phil. 1.23. i a notable Scripture to prove the immortality of the 
Soul, for certainly if the Soul did die with the body, it could not have 
been better for Paul ro have been dead than to live, it were better that 
Paul had lived even to the day of F udgement, than to have died, and ſo 
to be nothing, and turned into duſt ; but he ſaith, that when he die d, he 
ſhould be wth Chrift , which was better for him : therefore he knew 
the Soul doth not die with the body. 

So Zanchy obſerves two arguments in that deſite, or wiſh of Paul, 
Phil. I. a3. to prove the immortality of the Soul. 1. in that expreſ- 
ſion to depart, be diſſolved, or looſed ; Death is no deſtruction, but a 
diſſolution onely, or taking aſunder the parts of which we are 
compoſed, that is a ſeparation of the Soul from the body. So/xtio 
a corpore declarat animam eſſe ſubſtantiam per ſe ſubſiſtentem- 2. to 
be with Chriſt ; which cannot be, unleſſe che Soul be a ſubſtance, 
ſubſiſting by it ſelf, Anime ſanctorum exutæ corporibus migram in 
calum & ſunt cum Chriſto. 

So P/al. 49- 15. is a clear teſtimony for the immortality of the 
Soul, and for a better life after this; without which aſſurance we 
might ſay with the Apoſtle in the language of Epicures, 1 Cor-15. 
32, Let us eat and drink for to morrow we die, which Athieſtical 


ſpeech 
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ſpeech of theirs the Apoſtle reproves in the words following, and 

y oon futes their Opinion in that chapter. 

Of Inifermation in 2. Branches. 

1, it informes us of the Gi of Codlines, if the Righteous have 
ſuch hope ia their death, then ſureſy the myſtery of Chriſtianity ĩs 
a moſt rich and gainſull Profeſſion , if it be followed and improved 
by us aright,1. 7 59.4.8. Godlines is profitable unto all things havin 
the promiſe of the life that now is, and of that which is to come : e 
1. Tim. 6. 6,7. Godlines with contentment is great gain. Death will 
plunder and bereave us of all our workdly gain, and prove a trap- 
dore to let our ſoules drop down into hell, if we have buſied our 
ſelves in the purſuit of worldly riches, wich the neglect of godlines, 
as the Apoſtle ſhews, verſ . 10.and therefore he calls off Timothy, 
from following after worldly gain too preedily ; yea,he bids bim 

flee theſe things, and exhorts him to follow after Righteouſnes, God- 
lines —— that ſo he may lay hold on eternal life, verſ.11.12. and 
Paw! tells us Phil.1.21. for to me to live is Chriſt and to die is gain. 
Death is gainfull to ſuch as live to Chriſt , fo Solomon Prov. 1 1.4. 
ſhewes us what is more profitable and gainfull chan Riches, namely 
Righteonſueſſe, and when and ao wherein it will appeare ſo, even 
in the day of wrath, and houre of death, when riches will not profit, 
then Righteouſnes will ſtand us in greateſt ſtecd , and prove moſt 
advantagious to us. Riches profit not in the day of wrath, but Righ- 
teouſnes delivereth from death. Death is the King of terrours. Hells 
ſtalking horſe » the feare of it keeps men in bondage, moſt men 
look upon it as their greateſt enemy,not to be reſiſted nor avoided 
by them. But now Righteonſnes delivers from it: The righteous 
bath a wonderfull victory over it, and receives wondertall gain 
by it, as I haveſhewed at large before , therefore Righteow/nes is 
better than Riches. 

2. I baſten now to the 2. Branch of the uſe of Information,which 
is to ſhew us the truth of that Proverb. The Righteous is more ex- 

cellent then his neighbowy , Pro.12.26. and wherein it doth appeare 
viz: in this chat the Righteons hath hope in his death. P.al. 37.37. 
Mark the perſect man , and behold the upright , for the end of that 
man 1 However the wicked and ungodly may vility and 
deſpiſe Gods people, counting them as the fiſch of the world. and 
the off-ſcouring of all things, while they live, chinking ä of 
D em, 
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them, as a company of ſilly fooles and mad men; yea, ſpeakin 
evil of them, becanſs they will not run with them to the = — 
ceſſe of riot : yet when believers come to die, then it will appeare 
that they are the excellent of the earth, in ſo much that even 
Balaam wiſhed that he might die the death of the Righteows , and tet 
yyy laſt end be like bu, Numb. 23. 10. Yea,as the ſaints are the moſt 
precious and excellent in the account of God , while they live , ſo 
that he reckons them as his Zewels , and peculiar treaſure , ſo alſo 
their death is precious in the fight of the Lord, Pſal. 116.15. But as 
for the wicked it is not ſo with them, F/ 34.21. Evil ſhall lay 
the wicked ( 5.e.) they ſhall periſh in their tins ; the vulgar Latin 
trarſlates it , Mors teccatorum peſſima , the death of ſinners and 
wic kec men is worlt of all, and Be/larmin x loſſing upon it gives 
this rea ſi n,quid init ium erit cruciatuum æternorum, becauſe death 
to u ed men is the beginning of eternall torments, an inlett to 
encleſſe woe and miſery. However for a while wicked men may 
ſeeme to floutiſn as the green Bay tree, and the proud may be 
counted happy; they that worke wickednes may be ſet up, and 
they that tempt God may be even delivered, yet there will come a 
time when the Lord will make up his Fewells,and then we ſpall diſcern 
berween the righteous and the wicked , between him that ſerveth God, 
and him that ſerveth him not. Tea , the day cometh that ſhall burn 
45 an oven, and all the proud. and all that doe wickedly fball be ſtubble. 
But wnto you that fear my name ſhall the Sun of Righteouſweſſe 
ariſe with healing in hus wings, Mal.3.17,18.Chap.4.1,2.David ha- 
ving in the firſt P/a/me deicribed the Righteous by bis Properties, 
and mentioned ſome of his Priviledges , and pronounced him bleſ- 
ſed , puts a difference verſ. 4. &c. between the righteous and the 
wicked, and tells us the ungodly are not ſo, but are like the Chaffe, 
which the winde drives away, and as Solomon tells us in the words 
before my Text, the wicked is driven away in his wickednes: 
Having conſidered the ſtate of the righteous in his death, and 
fhewn it to be very hopeſull and comfortable, that it may more 
fully appear that the righteous is more excellent than his neigh- 
bour, viz. bis wicked neighbour that is ſet ſo neer him ip the Text, 
let us a little conſider what becomes of him at his „ What is 
ſaid of him here. He is driven away , ] thruſt at, chaſed as chaffe 
before the winde. Here let us enquire into theſe, 4 particulars, 


1. the 
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1. the manner how , 2. the place whence , and from what he is 
driven 3. whither , 4. by whom he is driven, by what Drivers. 

How is the wicked driven away ? 1, ſuddenly , 2. violently , 3. 
deſperately. Firſt ſuddenly and unexpeRedly , P/al. 73. 18, 19. 
ſurely thou didſt ſet them in ſlippery places, thou caſtedſt them 
down into deſtruction, how are they brought into Deſolation as 
in a moment | they are utterly conſumed with terrours, Fob 21.13. 
in a moment: hey goe down to the grave. 

Secondly violently , forcibly againſt his will, 706 27. 20, 21. 
Terrours take hold on him as waters, a tempeſt ſtealeth him away, 
ia the night the eaſt winde carrieth him away, and he departeth, 
and as a ſtorm burleth him out of his place, the troubles and ter- 
rours which befall wicked men at their death are here ſer out by 
ſimilicudes taken from a deluge of waters, or ſtorm of winde, 
which come ſuddenly , and prevaile irreſiſtibly, overturn all in 
their way , like a whirle-winde. Death cakes them away ſuddenly, 
ſpice in their teeth, Lxł. 12.20. Thou foole this night ſhall thy 
Soul be required of thee, Eccleſ . 12. as fiſhes that are taken in an 
evil net, and as the birds that are caught in che ſnare, ſo are the 
ſons of men ſnared in an evil time, when it falleth ſuddenly upon 
them. 

Thirdly, deſperately driven away in his wickednes, dying either 
in the act of ſin, or under the guilt and bondage of fin, 7ob.8.21. 
| it was a dreadfull doome threatned by our ſaviour againſt the 
unbelieving Jewes, ye ſhall die in your ſins , its better to die in a 
ditch , or in priſon , or on the gallowes, than to die in ſin : to be 
driven away in ones wickednes , is a deſperate driving away ; to 
die without hope, oppoſite to the righteous mans caſe in his death, 
Prov.11.7. when a wicked man dieth his expettation ſhall periſh , and 
the hope of unjuſt men periſheth , (ie.) his affection — and 
happines boped for, and ſtrongeſt meanes to attain to his hope, 
ſhall end with his life, and die at his death, and vaniſh away at 
the time of bis deſtruqt ion. So Fob 8.13, 14. Thus for the manner 
lum the wicked is driven away. 

Secondly , from whence and from what ? He is driven from 
all carthly friends, Comforts enjoyments , hopes, habication , /ob 
18. 14. % confidence ſhall be rooted out of his Tabernacle , and it 
Ball bring him to the King of terrours, verſ. 18. he ſhall be dri ven 
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from light inte darkneſſe , and chaſed out of the world, from all 
meanes of Grace, Eccleſ.g 10. from all further ſociety with Gods 
people; yea, from Gods gracious preſence and protection, 2.7 he].

Whither ? into darknes , his body into the ſlimy valley, into the 
pit of corruption, and his Soul into the pit of deſtruction, P/al. 9. 
17, the wicked ſball be turned into bell, and all the nations rhat forget 
God. Death to wicked men is Hells pale ſtalking-horſe ; or the 
Rides on chat pale horſe , with whom Hell followed after , Rev, 
6.8. 

By what Drivers ? By ſword, diſeaſes, Death, ſinne, ſathan, &c. 
The Prophet Ezekie/ denouncing Gods vengeance againſt the 
Ammonites , Maabites and other Enemyes for their inſolency and 
inſulting over the Jews in their Calamity , faith Ezek.35.6. Blond 
ſpall purſue thee , ſith tho haſt not hated blond, bloud ſhall purſne 
thee , as Abels bloud purſued Cain with He and Cry for ven- 
geance , Prov.13.21. Evill purſueth ſinners; Pro.11.19. As righ- 
reonſnes tendeth to life, ſo he that purſweth evil, purſweth it to bus 
ews death , 1. Pet. 2. 1. wicked men, eagerly purſuing their own luſts, 
bring upon themſelves ſift deſtrnuftion. The Plalmiſt ſpeaks of a 
driving Angel, that ſhall chaſe and purſue wicked men. P/al 35. 
5,6. let them be as the Chaffe before the winde, and let the Angel of 
the: Lord chaſe tes; —— yea , let the Angel of the Lord perſecutt 
them. Thus you ſee there want not Drivers to chaſe away the 
wicked. out of the world, and to burry them into the pit of de- 
ſtruction, whereby the ſecond branch of the Uſe of Information 
bath been fully and cleerely made good, that the Righteoms is more 
excellent than hi Neighbowr, Death is ſo far from putting an end 
to the miſeries of wicked men, that its the beginning of their ſor- 
rows , an entrance into endleſſe woe and miſery ; it puts an end 
to their joyes and troubles too in this world, but ic brings them to 
a world of everlaſting troubles, Revel.2.23. they ſhall be Killed with 
dent h. Death is killing to the wicked; but its m vitalcs,quickning, 
curing, and very gainfull to the Godly, it puts them into poſſeſſion 
of eteroall life , che Rigtresui bath hope in hu death. Therefore let 
none be diſcouraged from the wayes of God, becauſe of the flow- 
riſhing of the wicked, or the troubles and afflictions of the righ- 
teous in this life : let them not fret, nor envy at the r 
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of the ungodly ; nor repine at their own preſent adverſity , but 
wait patiently on the Lord, and humble themſelves under his po- 
tent hand, and he will exalt them in due time, 7/a.3.10. /ay to the 
2 that it ſhall be well with him for they ſhall eat the fruit of 
their doings, woe unte the wicked, it ſhall be ill with him, for the re- 
ward of his hands ſhall be given him. I ſhall add a word of counſel 
to them before I proceed, and it ſhall be ſuch as Daniel gave to 
Nebuchadnezzar ; after he had conſidered of his dream, and given 
the interpretation 3 that they ſhall drive thee from men , and thy 
dwelling ſhall be with the beak of the field, Dan. 4. 25. he adviſeth 
him in theſe words, verſ. 27. wherefore ,O King, let my ceunſel be 
acceptable to thee, and break off thy fins by righteouſneſſe , and thine 
iniquities by ſhewing mercy to the poor if it may be a lengthning of thy 
trangmillity. So tay I, that ye may not be driven away in your 
wickedneſſe from men by death, and that your dwelling may not 
be with worſe company than the beaſts of the field, even with De- 
vils in Hell, let my counſel be acceptable to you: Drive away your 
ſins, and Sathans ſuggeſtions, as Abraham did the Birds & Fowles 
from his Sacrifices, Cen 1. 11. yea, ferret out and chaſe away all 
your luſts, thoſe factors for Sathan out of your hearts, as qur Sa- 
viour drove all thoſe Chap-men out of the ſemple , Job. 3. 15. or 
in the words of Fzekzel, cap. 18. 30,3 1. Repent and turn your ſelves 
from all your transgreſſions, ſo iniquity ſhall not be your ruine ; 70 
away from you all your — whereby you have transgreſſed 
— for why will ye die? Yea, why will ye die without hope, by 
dying in ſin? The Lord hath ne pleaſure in the death of him that 
diet h, where fore turn your ſelves, and live ye; there is yet hope in 
Iſrael concerning the Remiſſion of your ſins, and the ſalvation of 
your Souls, if ye harden not your hearts , but hearken to the 
Lords voice, whiles it is called ro day. But leſt any that ſeem to be 
righteous in their own eyes, and full of hopes, ſhould be deceived, 
and fruſtrated of their expectation when they come to die, it will 
be requiſite that we proceed to another Uſe,

Righteouſneſſe. Moſt men ſeed theaſelys with Hope now while 
they are ateaſe, in health, and while they live peaceably and ſe- 
curely ; but its an harder thing to have hope in our death when we 


cometodie, when our coniciences are awakened , and our — 
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with all their aggravations come freſh into our mindes,then many 
are full of perplexity,and horrour, as Pope Adrian, who cried out 
Animula vagula, blandula , qua nunc abibis in loca! Ab poor filly 
Soul whither art thou now going? and that Emperour, Dubius 
vixi, anxius morior, neſcio quo vadam. I lived doubting , I die per- 
plexed , and know not what will become ot me after death, But 
there may be carnal preſumption, or a meer groundleſſe conje. 
ure which ſome may be miſtaken in, as if it were true ſound hope. 
Therefore try, 

1. Haſt ever been hopeleſſe in thy life, and in a deſpairing con- 
dition in thy ſelf, in regard of thy fin and miſery ? Wert ever con- 
vinced of thy corrupt and curſed eſtate by reaſon of ſin; and of 
the inſufficiency of all thy own duties and performances; and how 
helpleſſe all Creatures will be found cowards thy relief? Roms. 7. 
9,10, 11. Paul was alive without the Law once, but when the Com- 
mandment came, fin revived , and Paul died, &e. He thought him- 
ſelf in a good condition, and had hope in himſelf , beforethe Law 
was brought home to his conſcience 3 he knew not his malady, but 
thought bimſelf fiſh-whole, and in a ſafe way, though he purſued 
his luſts, till he was ſpiricually inlightned, and ſaw that the Law of 
God forbids and condemnes luſt , and: the firſt motions of evil 
concupiſcence : Haſt thou been throughly convinced and humbled, 
fo as to diſclaim and renounce all confidence in the fleſh? as Phil. 3 3. 
haſt thou laid thy mouth in the duſt 2 Lam.3.26,29. It i good that 
a man ſhould both hope, and quietly wait for the ſalvation of the 
Lord: but the way hereunto is by ſitting alone and keeping ſilence, 
and by putting his mouth in the duſt , he putteth hu month in the 
duſt, if ſo "=, may be hope. Gracious hope is ſeated in a broken 
heart.

1. but we ſhould not ſuffer our hearts to be overwhelmed 
with grief ; but moderate our ſorrow, conſidering their gain and 
benefit by death; they are taken away from evil to come, and enter 
into peace. Our Saviour, perceiving the hearts of his Diſciples 
ſadded at the thoughts of his departure from them, tells them, 
70h. 14-28. ye loved me ye would rejoyce, becanſe I go unto the Fa- 
ther . See how David moderated and aſſwaged his grief and ſor- 
row, when he underſtood that his Childe was dead, by conſidering 
that God had now revealed his will by his work , whereunto his 
people muſt patiently ſubmit their wills ; and that it would be 
bootleſſe, and in vain for him to afflict his Soul further with grief 
in regard of his Childe , whom he could not reſtore to life, being 
now dead : and further he conſidered his own mortality , and his 
Childes happy eſtate by death, which Devid alſo comforted him- 
ſelf in hope of attaining unto, I ge to him, &c. Conſider how 
willing and ready Bar xillai was to part with Chimbham, and glad 
to have him preferred in the Court of King David, 2 Sam.

6. Be well grounded in the knowledge of the Scriptures, Joh.5.39. 
Col. 3. 16. Plal.130 5. Ivan for the Lord, my Soul du wait, and 
in his word do I hope. Study the Promiſes, the Tenour of them, and 
to whom they are made, that ſo thou mayelt be ready to give à rea- 
ſon of the hope that in in thee, 1 Pet · 3. 15. © 

7. Labour for 22 ſubmiſſive frame of ſpirit in every conds- 
tian, to undergo what he inflicts, and to wait his leiſure, fbr de- 
ſiverance out of all ſtraits, Heb. 10. 36. ye have need of patience, 
that after ye have done the will of God, ye may inherit the promiſes, 
they that would rejoyce in hope muſt be patient in tribulation, Rom. 
12.12, Rom 8.25. 

7. Laſtly be much in prayer unto the Lord, who ts the God of hope® 
that ye may abound in hope, through the power of the holy Ghoſt, 
Rom-15.13. and that your hearts may be filled with. all joy and peace 
is believing : and that you may be made —— ofthe righte- 
ouſneſſe ot God, both imputed unto juſtification , and infuſed by 
his ſpirit unto ſanctification, that as becometh Trees of righte- 
ouſneſſe of the Lords planting , ye may be filled with ſruits of 
righteouſneſſe, which are by Jeſus Chriſt unto the glory and praiſe 
of God; ſo ſhall ye bave hope in your death, and lay hold on eter- 
nal life; for they which abound in ſuch fruits of righteouſneſſe, 
ſhall abound alſo in the ſure and certain hope of eternal life. 

1 ſhould new canelude, & forbear to ſpeak any thing of the dead, know- 
ing that to ſay much in commendation of the dead is ſometimes more

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offenſive than profitable to the living but that ſome Scriptare ex- 
ampler encourage me hercunto, Act. 9. 36.39 Luke being guided by 
the [pirit of God makes mention of u certain Diſciple at Joppa named 
Tabitha, and publiſbeth it after her death, that ſhe was a woman full 
of good works and Almes-deeds which ſhe did; and tells us of 
many mourning Widows , (hewivg the Coats and Garments which 
Dorcas made while ſhe was with them. See what ample commenda- 
tions are given of that good King Joſiah, 2 King 23 25. like unto 
bim was there no King before him, that turned unto the Lord 
with all his heart, and with all his Soul, and with all his might, nei- 
ther after him aroſe there any like him, and Heb 11. that whole 
Chapter i & Encomium ſetting forth the commendations of men 
and women , famous in their generations for manifeſting the life of 
their faith by their works. And in Matth.26.7,13. the Lord Chrift 
takes care. that the memorial F that woman that ſhewed ſe much re- 
ſpect and good affettion to him» as to beftow a box of coſtly Oyntment 
upon him, ſbaulid nat be buried with her Corpſe But wherever the 
GoFpel ſball be preached in the whole World, there ſhall alſo this that 
this woman bath done, be told for a memorial of her However ſome of 
ba Diſciples might cenſure her raſbly, as being too laviſh and waſt- 
full, Chrsſt the moſt abſolute pattern of temperance, defendeth thus ex- 
pence in refþett of the circumſtances, and tells them, that ſhe was ſo 
far from being blame-worthy, that the memory of this act of her piety, 
and good affettion to him ſhould live to all ages. 

T he beſt actions of good men and women may be ſomet imes miſcon- 
ſtrued by Chriſt: own Diſciples , as we ſee there; Tet Chriſt, who 
knowes the intentions of his people, ſets a price on their good works, 
and defends them, though men miſinterpret aud condemne them. The

For me to 
ſpcake much in Commendation of that precions Gentlewoman (the 
interring of whoſe Corpſe hath occaſioned this Concourſe of people and 
ſelemnity,) would be but as if I ſhonld hold forth a Candle to ſhew 
you the [unne , ſhe was ſuch a bright ſhining light , and the Graces of 
Gods ſpirit did ſo eminently and illaſtriouſly Farkle forth in her 
ſpeeches and behavieuy , to the obſervation of [uch as had any acquain- 
tance or eccaſion to converſe with her that the Lord hath canſed a 
great Ecclypſe , and Darkneſſe to obſcure the glory of that family, and 
thu while Neighbourhood , in taking her from us; Tra, and much 
[adnes and heavines to ſeize upon all our fpirits, ar our be ing deprived 
of ſo choice a bleſſing as we enieyed in hey. I am confident , the praiſe 
and properties of a vert ous woman mentioned by Solomon, Pro. 3 f. 
10, &c. might as warrantably without flattery, be attributed and ap- 
plyed- to her, as to am Gentlewoman in this whole County, without 
ſparagement to any other. She was a women that eraely feared the

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Hir, whieh in the fight of God « of great price. And in her behaviour. 
to ber Huſhand , her chaſt converſation was conpled with Revertnce, 
Love and Obedience ; a true Chriſtian Tokg-fellow , helpfull to hm 
is bearing the yoke of Chriſt , and tenderly regardin the good of his 
Soul , 4 well as diſcreetly managing the Affaires ofthe family. She 
was of a ſweet , winning , courteous , affable difþoſition to all, very 
ready to ſmcconr and releive any that were poore or ſicke , whoſe wants 
were made known to her , whether ſtrangers or neighbours : ſhe was 
fo farre from placing any confidence in 35 fleſs , or reſting upon any 
thing in her ſelf , or ler own performances ,that though ſhe was in 
high eſteem among us for her adorning the Goſpell with an holy and 
unblameable Converſation , yet ſhe was very vile in her own eyes, 
and groned much under the ſenſe of her own corruptions; her Soul 
panted ſo earneſtly after peſus Chriſt, that ſhe counted all but loſſe 
and dung that ſhe might win Chriſt , and be found in him. In my laſt 
conference with her, after the di{cavery of ſang conflitts betwixt faith 
and doubting, p pleaſed ther Lord ſo fwerthyto come in to the releife 
of her drooping ſpirit and the quieteng and | ing of ber Conſcience 
after —— ings , on Male ay e 2 to glorify his free _
